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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: after the amendment of June 28, 2005, claims 
7, 9-11 and 14-15 are now allowable. However, claim 13, which was not amended remains rejected. Applicant argues as to claim 13, 
that the applied reference to '465 does not disclose such means. Applicant further argues that the Examinees assertion at the bottom of 
page 6 of the Final Rejection, that the mere fact that applicant's specification is directed to a mechanical method does not prevent a 
manual operation from reading on the claim, does not apply to the rejection of claim 13. Applicant further argues that the citation to the 
Venner holding (page 7of the Final Rejection) also does not apply to claim 13. As a result, applicant argues, that the rejection of claim 
13 is not justified. The Examiner has reviewed this argument, however, the rejection is maintained. As to claim 13, with its means plus 
function language, in the Final Rejection (see pages 3-4, section starting claim 13), the Examiner provided a listing of what physical 
"means" were taught by '465. Furthermore, at page 5 of the Final Rejection (section starting (3)), the Examiner has provided a full 
discussion of the "means plus function" language of claim 13 and why if would have been obvious to provide physical "means" equivalent 
to that of applicant when performing the process of '465. There is no need for manual operation to read on the claim as worded, since 
suggestions for all the means in the claim without manual operation is provided. Applicant has provided no arguments against the use of 
the physical means as discussed.. 
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
